G.S.R. 200 (E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-clause (a) of article 318 of the 
Constitution, the President here by makes the following regulations further to amend the Union 
Public Service Commission (Members) Regulations, 19^9, namely :— 

T. (a) These regulations may be called the Union Public Service Commission (Members' 
Second Amendment Regulations, 1973- 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Union Public Service Commission (Members) Regulations, 19^9, in regulation 

15.— 

(i) for sub-regulation (i), the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“(i) when travelling by rail, to a reserved first class compartment, which term also includes 
an air conditioned coupe where it is available, or to a single first class berth in an 
ordinary or in an air conditioned coach; and in addition, to incidentals at the rate of 
35 paisc for eve^ 10 kilometres of part thereof, if the part exceeds 5 kilometres, 
Itmitcd to one daily allowance for every 24 hours of rail journey or part thereof, irres¬ 
pective of whether he requisitions a single berth or a first class compartment ; ” 
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(H) for sub-regulation (v\ the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, namely :— 
‘‘(v) to a daily allowance at the rates specified In the table below per day for each day on 
which he is absent on duty from his headquarters ;
